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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art was found to teach or sufficiently suggest a composition comprising the claimed 
associative inverse emulsion copolymer, with novelty being particular that it is provided 
with at least one triblock polymeric surfactant, in which the surfactant to monomer ratio 
is at least 3:100, wherein said at least one associative inverse emulsion copolymer 
consists only of ethylenically unsaturated non-ionic monomers and ethylenically 
unsaturated cation ic monomers, when the molar % ratio of non-ionic monomers to 
cationic monomers is from 99:1 to 1:99, particularly wherein the associative inverse 
emulsion copolymer has a Huggins' constant (k') greater than 0.5 and a storage 
modulus (G') greater than 50 Pa. 

Thus, claims 2-4, 6-14, 30 and 32 are allowed.
